1956 under heading "Kvadrat B 52" (Square B 52). Mrs* MAZURO 
says that one member of the group has been in her house and she 
recognised him. 

2. About conspiracy of Byelorussian students in Novogrodek later 
discovered by MVD. 

3* About broadcasts of Radio Liberation and other stations, and 
about general feeling of the population
